Campus administrators 
agree to support KERS 


Following the California Public 
Broadcasting Committee and the As- 
sociation of California Public Radio 
Stations request that KERS improve 
its programming and broadcasting 
coverage or get off of the air, President 
James Bond and campus ad- 
ministrators have given their support 
by taking steps to alleviate the threat 


“We definitely have seen a change 
in the willingness of the ad- 
ministration to support KERS and to 
provide the necessary seed money to 
obtain additional funds and assistance 
trom beyond the campus.” said Roger 
Walters, professor of Communication 
Studies and a KERS advisory board 
member 

Campus administrators have 
agreed to pay wages for a full time 
professional radio manager and to 
open positions on the KERS advisory 
board to community members. Once 
KERS becomes recognized as a 
legitimate public broadcast station it 
will become eligible for various state 
and federal grants 


One grant within immediate reach 
for KERS, after it hires a full time 
manager, is a $120,000 facilities im- 


provement grant trom the 
Department of Health Education and 
Welfare (HEW). If KERS will put up 
one quarter of the costs HE W will pay 
the rest of the costs to increase broad- 
cast output from 8.400 watts to 37,000 
watts (37K W). The grant would also 
remove the KERS broadcast antenna 
to a location 750 feet high on the 
channel 40 tower located in Walnut 
Grove 

If these technical improvements 
come about, KERS' location on the 
FM dial will be moved to 88.9 MHZ 
The increased wattage at the old fre- 
quency of 907 would cause 
interference to other radio stations 

If KERS can eventually increase its 
staff to five. full time positions, im 
prove its programs to include com- 
munity involvement, continue to 
operate as a non - profit affiliate to 
higher education (educational). and 
offer alternative programs to commer- 
cial radio stations. it could become 
eligible for grants that would finance it 
entirely To qualify for the Cor- 
poration for Public Broadcasting 
(CPB) grant KERS would have to 
reach an annua! operating budget of

“During my years in law en- 
forcement,” said Sen. Robert 
Presley, D - Riverside, “I've seen 
crimes like rape and wife beating being 
committed against women and the 
inequity involved.” 

Presley has introduced several bills 
in the California Legisiature dealing 
with violence on women 

Presley said Monday that his 20 
years with ths Riverside County 
Sheriffs Department, 12 of which 
were served as undersheriff, exposed 
him to crimes involving women 

“I started at the bottom,” he said 
“I've been in a patrol car and was a 
plain clothes detective, so | have par- 
ticular insight into crimes concerning 
women.” 

Presley said he wants to resolve the 
problems women face before the law 
with his legislation 

Senate Bill 56 would protect rape 
victims from harrassment by allowing 
judges to exclude the victim's address 
and telephune number from evidence 
presented in court if the judge finds 
that the danger to the victim, created 
by releasing such information, 
outweighs its relevance to the case 

“All too often in rape cases,” said 
Presley, “the victims are so frightened 
by the possibility of repeated attacks 
that they are reluctant to bring charges 
and testify at proceedings where they 
may have to reveal their current ad- 
dress.” 

Society needs to consider its res- 
ponsibility to the victims, said 
Presley 

The Senate passed SB 56 by a 36 - ! 
vote, and the Assembly has scheduled 
a hearing for the bill March 7 

Senate Bill 91, the Marital 
Violence Pilot Project Center Bill, 
would establish and fund a statewide 
network of four to six marital violence 
Project centers. SB 9! would ap- 
propriate $200,000 from the General 
Fund to implement the bill's purposes 

“Marital violence,” said Presley, 
“is probably the single most 
unreported crime in California, About 
one out of three iemale homicide vic- 
tims in this state is murdered by the 
husband. This is an unpleasant fact, 
but it is one that we cannot in good

The centers would provide for 
emergency transportation, medical 
care, legal assistance, psychological 
counseling for victims and their 
children, and information about job 
counseling, training programs, 
welfare advocacy and housing refer- 
rals. 

Supporters of SB 9! include the 
California Coalition Against Domes- 
tic Violence and the Los Angeles City 
Attorney's Office 

A companion bill, SB 92, would re- 
quire law enforcement agencies to 
provide detailed information about 
the number and kind of marital 
violence cases they handle, how quic- 
kly ihey respond to calls for help and 
what kind of follow - up is done 

In wife beating. said Presley, :t is 
difficult for a woman to prosecute her 
husbanf because of fear of retribution 
and future financw! problems 

“If a woman bas children.” he said, 
“she may worry that she may not be 
able to support them if her husbanf is 
jailed.” 

Presley said SB 92 would correct 
the problems associated with the 
clelassification of marital violence 
cases 

SB 91 and 92. said Presley, would 
reduce the tedium officers feel about 
some cases and would give them a 
different perspective of domestic dis- 
turbances 

“In many of these cases,” he said, 
“a woman will not press charges 
against her husband. and the officers 
get tired of being peacemakers instead 
of enforcing the law.” 

Presley plans to introduce 
legislation that would make a husband 
hable to rape charges if he raped his 
wife and they were not living together 

Under present law, a wife cannot 
be raped by her husband 

“If a husband and wife live 
together,” said Presley, “they sleep 
together, so it’s tough to prove that the 
husband raped his wife ” 

Presley said few female legislators 
have introduced legislation benefiting 
women because “a woman's worst 
enemy is another woman.” 

“When you try to enhance the 
Position of women with laws like the 


be reached for comment, Director of 
University Relations Chuck 
McFadden said that it is “highly 
unlikely” that either Bond or Archer 
will resign as a resuit of the resolution 
if passed at the next meeting of the 
Faculty Senate on March 9 


He added, “We are not in favor of 
the Faculty Senate dissolving itself in 
a fit of pique in spite of past 
disagreements.”

Concerning student needs on cam- 
pus, he feels grievance procedures are 
a major concern.

It's so complicated 
each department has its own rules for 
grievances. If you lose out there, you 
then go to Dr. Archer.

Another current maior -ssue is 
sports on campus The athletic 
department isn't happy with what they 
receive. “They say the senate doesn’t 
respond to athletic needs. I'm not for 
cutting them back, but I'm not for giv- 
ing them a guaranteed amount of 
money each year.

Examination in Calculus with 
Analytic Geometry measures the 
knowledge and abilities involved in a 
typical one - year course. The Subject 
Examination in Statistics measures 
the skills and understanding in a 
typical one - semester noncalculus - 
based course in probability and statis 
tics 

The General Chemistry Subject 
Examination and the Genera! Biology 
Subject Examination are 90 - minute 
objective tests. A student who has 
gained skills equivalent to a one 
semester or a one - vear General 
Chemistry college course should be 
able to pass the Subject Examination 
in General Chemistry test. The Sub- 
ject Examination in Genera! Biology 
shouid be taken by a student who has 
gained the skills and understanding re- 
quired in a one - semester General 
Biology course 

“All of the new tests, except for 
biology, have been developed by the 
College - Level Examination Program 
(CLEP) of the Educational! Testing 
Service.” said Dumke “The General 
Biology was written by the biology 
faculty of the CSUC”

The demonstration aga.nst Stan- 
dard Ul recruiters ended in mild Irus- 
tration for racism committee 
members. The march inside the career 
placement building was termed “un- 
productive.” As they filed out of the 
center, the watchful UC - Davis police 
moved in closer. The protesters dis- 
banded after announcements about 


tuture demonstrations. 

Regardiess of whether INCAR is 
exaggerating US imperialism or 
understating it, the South African 
racial tension is building towards a 
massive blood bath. 

“Maybe we should all be protes- 
ting,” muttered one onlooker as he 
wandered away.

Fees for the science - mathematics 
series vary from 2 minimum of $10 for 
the biology test alone to a maximum 
of $40 for a student taking any three 
tests. The English test fee remains at 
$20 


Application forms for all the 
CSUC examinations are to be sent to 
all students planning to enroll on a 
campus of the California State 
University and Colleges.

Theater recipe unliked 


Editor, the Hornet 


As a longtime student in the CSUS 
Theatre Arts Department, I thought I 
had grown accustomed to the reviews 
printed in your paper Having seen 
show after show subjected to the 
judgment of “journalists” barely able 
to string three English sentences 
together. | beheved that there was 
nothing | could not shrug off. But 
Brian B Cutler's review of “What the 
Butler Saw” reaches such a level of 
moronic, know - it - all rudeness that | 
am torced to protest 


Cutler gave “Butler” a good review, 
which is to his credit, but he prefaced 
his favorable opinion with a facetious 
“recipe” for the typical CSUS stage 
production. This recipe described 
Theatre Arts Department productions 
as “lukewarm messes” characterized 
by bad acting. inexperienced direction 
and corminess 


I will net argue with Mr. Cutler's 
assertion tor two reasons. (1) to 
anyone even passingly familiar with 
CSUS theatrical productions, the 
recipe he gives is so self - evidently in- 
correct as to be unworthy of rebuttal: 
and (2) a person's opinion, however 
worthless and idiotic, is by its very 
nature unassailable 


What is far more important to me 
is the callous disregard Cutler has 
shown for the feelings of the entire 
Theatre Arts Department. The fact 
that his remarks reflect more upon his 
own woeful ignorance than upon the 
quality of CSUS dramatic produc- 
tions does not lessen the inevitable in- 
jury that such derision 1s bound to in- 


cur 


I have noticed this same wise - guy 
attitude in so many of your paper's 
reviews not only CSUS produc- 
tions, but community theatre and film 
reviews —- that I can't help but wonder 
if this preference for self - conscious 
cleverness over responsible construc- 
tive criticism has been the result of 
deliberate editorial! policy rather than 
the perceptive shortcomings of people 
like Cutler and Robert Fryer (to name 
only one other) 


Whatever the cause, the folly of 
this Gene Shalit - Rex Reed school of 
criticism should be obvious. At its best 
it is merely cute and shallow, at its 
worst it is cruel and emotionally des- 
tructive. | would urge the Hornet and 
its reviewers to remember that the 
function of the critic is not to destroy 
but to enlighten

First of all, we aren't a bunch of 
separate kinds of people. We all 


originated as one race, probably dark 
skinned, in the middle of Africa. At 
least that’s what the evidence looks 
like at this point 


To quote from one of my tex- 
tbooks from Anth |, “All human 
groups have a common ancestry anda 
common gene pool. The physical 
differences that are observed among 
people are for the most part superficial 
adaptations to particular en- 
vironments or the result of genetic 
drift.” This can now be determined by 
sophisticated tests of blood 
characteristics, alleles, etc 


Secondly, people living in Africa 
were living in a kind of terrain in 
which the kind of intercultural ex- 
change of materials and ideas that 
were available to the European 
groups, which is a necessary prere- 
quisite to an advanced civilization, 
were impossible for them. Unlike the 
navigable European rivers, African 
rivers are crossed by huge fault lines 
which produce thundering falls and 


render any extensive river transpor- 
tation impossible. This is not to men- 
tion the steaming heat, the tangled 
forests, the wild animals, and insects 
and malaria that discouraged the nor- 
thern people from entering into trade 
with the Africans, or that separated 
each African village from the others 


Yet in spite of this difficulty, where 
conditions were not impossible Af- 
ricans did build civilizations. To quote 
again from Stein and Rowe: “The em- 
pires of Ghana, Kanem - Bornu, Mali, 
and Songhai rose to greatness, with 
their goods being traded throughout 
the world. The people involved were 
not members of the ‘whit’ race.”
